JOINT OR SEPARATE RETURNS 


Married persons have a choice 
in myst cases of filing either a 
joint or separate return. ‘To file 
4 joint relurn, hoth husband and 
wife must be c¢ither an American 
citizen or a resident alien at all 
times during the taxable year. You 
dg uot file a joint return by merely 
including your wife’s income in 
your return... both of you must 
sign it. 

A joint return can be filed on 
either the Form 1040 or the Form 
1040-A. Read the’ instructions. to 
see if you are eligible to use the 
1040-A since everyone cannot use 
it, 

Marital status is determined as 
of the last day of the taxable year. 
‘The instruction book explains how 
to determine your marital status. 
if your husband or wife died during 
the year, you are considered mar- 
ied for the entire year and you may 
file a joint return. If an executor 
or administrator has been appoint- 
ed, the surviving spouse and the
